Care of the Hair. 


The hair, like every other portion of 


the human frame, if uncared for will go 
to waste and eventually drop out. This 
is due to a splitting of the ends of the 
hair, so that the interior oil duct which 
nourishes the hair is exposed, and the 
natural nourishment of the hair runs to 
waste, overflows upon the head, forming 
dandruff, which impedes the growth of 
the hair just as mnch as the tares among 
wheat. Tha best means to prevent this 
is a strengthening of the hair, and this 
can easily bo accomplished by frequent 
cutting and the use of salt water and 
vaseline. 


Have you ever noticed what bushy 


hair seafaring men have? Did you ever 
eee a bald sailor? It is because their 
hnir is in constant contact with the in- 
vigorating salt air, and is often wet with 
Bait water. 
A good tonic of salt water 


should contain a teaspoonful of salt to a 
tumbler of water, and should be ap- 
plied to the hair two or three times a 
week. The effect at the end of a month 
will bo surprising.—American Spectator. 


Where Gold Comes From. 


The gold taken from the river bara 


was mostly in the form of scales resem- 
bling cucumber seeds, and of varying 
size. It was most plentiful on the bed 
rock and in a few inches of soil above it, 
though sometimes three or four feet of 
earth would pay to wash. Where the 
bed rock was hard the miner cleaned it, 
for a shovelful of dirt might contain a 
few dollars in small particles. Where the 
bed rock was soft shale or slate on edge 
the miner picked away an inch or so 
and washed it, as frequently the scales 
were found to be driven quite thickly 
into the crevices. When the ground was 
very rich the rocker was cleaned of gold 
every hour or so.—E. J, Waite in Cent- 
ury.

A CHANGE IN WALL STREET. 


The discussion between Senator Stew- 


art and the gold bugs is enlightening 
Wall Street and the feeling against sil- 
ver is not near so strong as it was in the 
East. The Wall Street Journal says it is 
becoming more and more evident that 
the stock of gold in the world is insuffi- 
cient to justify the leading commercial 
nations in endeavoring to maintain a 
single standard. The effort to do this is 
cramping financial operations and drag- 
ging communities down. 
One of the 


active men on Change said "he had been 
nn opponent of free coinage, but after the 
financial strength shown by this country 
in the last year tie finds himself disposed 
to look upon Ires coinage with compla- 
cency if not with approval. If this coun- 
try takes the lead,other countries will be 
likely to follow." 


When Wall Street brokers and news- 


paper* admit that 
there is not gold 


enough iu the world to justify the main- 
tenance of the single standard and that 
the effort to do so is cramping business 
and injuring communities, it is evident 
that free coinage is gaining ground and 
that unless the silver question is settled 
by the next Congress it will be the lead- 
ing-issue in the nuxt Presidential cam- 
paign. More mouey is necessary to pie- 
vsnt general stagnation in business nud 
(is paper is redeemable in coin we can- 
not have too much of th. latter. Free 
coinage will give an impetus to business 
that nothing else will and at present it 
seems to be the ouly available means of 
restoring prosperity to the country. 


Tin cry of dull timos, low prices and 


• business failures is heard from all pans 


of the country. 
Bank suspensions and 


failures of business houses are as numer- 
ous in (he East as in the Wast; wages 
are low and work scarce in the populous 
States east of thn Mississippi, and farm- 
ers, merchants, mechanics and laborers, 
in fact everybody but -rtw-millionaires 
and pampered monopolists, favor free 
coinage as the only available remedy for 
dull times.

Democrats Gathering; In Ohio, 


SpecUl to the Journal. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 13—Delegates to 


the Ohio Democratic Convention are rapid- 
ly gathering here. It is conceded by all 
unprejudiced ones that Governor Campbell 
will be re-Dominated on the first ballot. 
Hia opponents are Lawrence T. Neal of 
Chillicolhe, and Virgil P. Kline of Cleve- 
land. Up to to-day Neal was the principal 
competitor, but within a few hours the 
Kline boom had assumed proportions which 
makes him apparently the only formidable 
opponent to Campbell. The logic of the 
situation baa caused all the anti-Campbell 
man to combine under (he battle cry of 
"anything to boat Campbell," and the 
question was who was the most available 
candidate. To this question there ia now 
little division of sentiment. It ia under- 
stood the anti-CimpbellUes will etnrgglte 
hard to create a break in the ranks of the 
euemy, but the Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral Oommiltee to-night believes Campbell 
will be nominated on the first ballot. 
The 


platform is a snjeot of mnoh discussion. 
It has been decided that the party will 
Bland by ita position of a year ago on all 
leading issues; will command Campbell's 
administration, denounce the Kepublican 
National Administration, denounce the 
Fifty-first Congress for extravagance and 
denounce the MoKinley Tariff bill and de- 
mand a reduction of tariff taxes, 


The World's Fair. 


Special to the Journal. 


LONDON, July 13.—The Times to-day in 


a long article on the World's Fair, reviews 
the growth and importance of Chicago, 
and says it is not doubted the exhibition 
will in many respects surpass all those pre- 
viously held. The paper says it is decided 
that the Royal Commission to represent 
Great Britain at the World's Fair will be 
composed of the Council of the Society of 
Arts, which carries with it the prestige of 
having the Prince of Wales as its Presi- 
dent and Sir Richard Webster, Attorney 
General, as its Chairman.

Commission Grant is $125,000, which is 
lass in auiont than any previous grant 
made for a similar purpose. 
The Council 


ia otwfident of having sufficient funds lo 
insure the success of the British exhibit. 


In an interview on the subject of the

The Indian then 
tore off bis shirt allowing him to wipe the 
blood on it. The Indian denies thin part 
of the story but says Walker was there. 
Both Indians have been arrested on a 
charge of murder. Thus far no trace of 
the body of the supposed murdered man 
has been found,

about Sebastapool for several, months is 
missing and it ia thought that probably he 
has been murdered. John Walker, brother 
of the accused man io one of the largest 
land-owners in Sonoma county, and pro- 
prietor of the woolen mills at Santa Rosa.

A SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 


A Boy Badly-Injured by Being Thrown 


from a Horse. 


Yesterday afternoon the thirteen-year-old 


son of John Newmarker was sent on an 
errand from his father's ranch, about two 
miles] below town, to M. J. Reily's place, 
about a mile and a half further down tbe 
river.

around the leg. These were filled with 
manure and dust in which the boy had 
rolled while delirious from pain.

TELEGRAPH RATES, 


Unjust Discrimination Against the Peo- 


ple. 


Secretary Foster of the Treasury Depart- 


ment has issued a circular to the officials of 
that department announcing the rates 
fixed by the Postmaster General for Gov- 
ernment service which are: For tele- 
grams of ten words, exclusive of date, ad- 
dress and signature, not exceeding 400 
miles, 10 cents; distances exceeding 400 
miles but less than 1,000 miles, 20 cents; 
night messages for all distances, 15 cents 
for twenty words and a balf a cent for each 
word over twenty. 


If tbe telegraph companies can trans- 


mit Government messages at 
tbe rates 


stated at a profit, why does not the Govern- 
ment make a similar rate for the.public? If 
Government messages cannot be transmitted 
at such rates, without loss to the telegraph 
companies, then the public must make up 
that loss on individual messages. In either 
case those who patronize telegraph lines 
pay more than they ought.
